to County Agent 


Farmers Urged to Prepare 
for Control-Next Month 


Will Decide 


Hempstead county farmers are urged 


to report at once to the county agent's 
office if they find any evidence of 
cotton boll weevil in their fields. 


The boll weevil is already appearing 


on the early squaring cotton in some 
of the southern counties of Arkansas. 
Reports have been received by Dwight 
Isely, entomologist, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture, from 
Calhoun and Little River counties. 


The infestation in Calhoun county 


was not in isolated spots, but rather 
generally distributed over a 45-acre 
field. This type of infestation seldom 
occurs except when weevils have sur- 
vived winter in unusually large num- 
bers, Mr. Isely said. No injury of im- 
portance was reported. 


While weather conditions during the 


next month will still determine if 
serious injury is to occur, it is advis- 
able for farmers to prepare for weevil 
control. Cotton fields in which square 
formation has begun should be in- 
spected for occurrence of weevil in- 
jury, Mr. Isely warned, and prepara- 
tion should be made for control by 
dusting, until weevils are present in 
enough numbers to cause actual in- 
jury. The time of beginning dusting 
should be determined by fresh injury 
on the cotton plants, not by fallen 
squares. 


When infestation is general, dusting 


whole fields or cuts may be necessary. 
"Spot dusting" with a hand duster is 
preferable when the infestation is in 
ibolated spots.

United States, we become more inter- 


ested in perspiration and its effects 


" upon the human body. One of the 
. chief uses of perspiration is to reg- 
; ulate the heat of the body and keep 


it normal. 


The sweat glands are the chief 


paths by which water reaches the sur- 


1 face of the skinv Much wate, how- 


ever, passes through the skin by what 
is known as insensible perspiration. 


• It has been determined that the in- 
- sensible perspiration is uniform ex- 
cept for a. few areas on the palms and 
soles. It is impossible for the human 
body to control insensible perspiration, 


* but the sweat glands rae subject to 
, nervous control and vary widely in 
the amounts of their activity. 


Some tests have been made in the 


hot desert to determine how much 
fluid and other materials are lost from 
the body by way of sweat. 


When profuse sweating occurs day 


after day, the amount of salt lost is 
less as times goes on. It is because of 
the loss of chlorides and salts from 
the body in the sweat that it is neces- 
sary for people. working in extremely 
hot places to take small amounts of 
salt regularly in order to prevent heat 
stroke and heat cramps which result 
from a loss of salts by the body.

temperatures.

tigued more easily and requires a 
longer time to recover from fatigue. 
Experts advise that anyone exposed 
to high temperatures must take warn-

It was believed Italy had assur- 
ed Britain of her willingness to with- 
draw at least part of her troops serv- 
ing in Spain.

sought immediate ratification of the 
Anglo-Italian accord of April 16 on 
the basis that a Spanish settlement, 
involving elimination of foreign inter- 
vention, was being held up by in- 
creased Soviet and French aid to 
Barcelona. 


Paris dispatches 
said the French 


frontier was closed against aid to the 
Spanish government early three weeks 
ago and the decision to send a diplo- 
matic mission to insurgent Spain was 
decided upon several days ago but 
kept secret until after Parliament ad- 
journed last Friday until November. 


France had sought a 
friendship 


agreement with Italy along the lines 
of the Anglo-Italian pact—but nego- 
tiations broke down May 14 because 
of differences over Spain.
